ganization was moved from Dallas, Texas, to Wheaton, Illi- 
nois. For me and my loved ones—mother, father, brotHer, 
and sister-in-law—the thought of separation was almost un- 
bearable. I was the younger of two children, and very de- 
voted to my family—‘“Daddy’s baby.”

Oh, how 
wonderfully sweet this promise 
and many others have been since 
then! How unhappy I would have 
been had I stayed in Dallas and 
out of God’s will. 

What has God done for us dur- 
ing these past nine years?

So each 
of ys feel a particular burden for 
the work since God has placed us 
here and since what we do may 
result in turning the lives of pary 
to the Saviour.

A Visit From a Native 
of India 

Two weeks ago our good evan, 
gelist-friend, Dr. Clifford Lewis, 
spoke in the morning devotions at 
the office.

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im our choices. For Psalm 119:24 
gays, “Thy testimonies ‘also are 
my delight and my counsellors.” 
In that same great chapter on the 
Word of God, Psalm 119:105 says, 
“Thy word is a lamp unto my feet, 
and a light unto my path,” Since 
we know that the Bible is the 
very Word of God, doesn’t it seem 
silly that any Christian should 


presume to know how to live and}. 


have wisdom to meet life’s daily 
problems without being familiar 
with this rich and miraculous 
letter from God, the Bible? 


Now let me give one of the 
strongest promises in the whole 
Bible. How wonderfully reassur- 
ing is this promise to the young 
Christian! It is given in Psalm 
1:1-3. 

“Blessed is the man that walk- 
eth not in the counsel of the un- 
godly, nor standeth in the way 
of sinners, nor sitteth in the seat 
But his delight 
is in the law of the Lord; and in 
his law doth he meditate day and 
night. And he shall be like a 
tree planted by the rivers of 
water, that pbringeth forth his 
friut in his season; his leaf. also 
shall not wither; and whatsoever 
he doeth shall prosper.” 

The blessed or fortunate or 
happy men described in this Psalm 
is one that does not walk in the 
counsel of the ungodly, does not 
stand in the way of sinners and 


never sits in the seat of the scorn- 


ful. The young Christian should 
be careful, of course, to keep good 
company, to walk with Christian 
people and never to be infiuenced 
by bad companions. 


But the positive condition here 
mentioned which is to bring im- 
measurable bilessi is that the 
blessed man has his delight in’ the 
Bible ‘and meditates in it day and | 
night. “His delight is in the law 
ofthe Lord; and in his law @aoth’ 
he meditate day and night.” ~* 


*Now what shall be the daily and | 
continuing’ results? This Chris- 
tian, meditating day and night in 
the Bible, “. .. shall be like a tree 
planted by the rivers of water, that 
bringeth forth his fruit in his 
season; his leaf also shall not 
wither; and whatsoever he doeth 
shall prosper.” In west Texas 
where there is not much moisture 
one does not find great forests 
of trees extending over the coun- 
tryside: There may be small 
brushy mesquite’ and other shrubs, 
but when one sees tall cotton- 
woods and other large trees grow- 
ing in a thin line in some valley, 
he may know that that marks a 
creek, a water course. There 
great trees may rise tall and 
strong because their roots are 
down in the moist earth about a 
stream of water or a watercourse 


where at least in rainy times the 


water runs. So is the Bible-be- 
Heving, Bible-reading and - Bible- 


, meditating Christian in this spiri- 


tually drought-stricken wor The 
leaf of his Christian joy and testi- 
mony never withers! He ‘always 
brings forth fruit in his season. 
And everything he puts his hand 
te prospers! What a wonderful 
promise for a Christian! 

And what is the river of water 
into which the Christian tree may 
push his roots and so always be’ 
sure of green leaves and of heavy 
fruitage? It is the Bible, the Word 
_ of God! And how does a Christian 
‘draw from this inexhaustible 
gource of help and strength and 
-happiness and fruit? He meditates 
on the Word of God day and night; 
he delights in the Word of God 


. and absorbs 1t and lives by it! 


A similar promise was given to 
-Joshua when he succeeded Moses 
as commander of the Israelites 
and led them into the land of 
Canaan. The Lord promised to 
be with Joshua as He had been 
with. Moses, never to forsake him 
mor fail him. Here are the words 
ef encouragement and of com- 
mand and promise given to Joshua. 

“Only be thou strong and very 
courageous, that thou mayest 
@bserve te do according te all the 
law, which Moses my servant 
commanded thee; turn not from it 
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to the right hand or to the left, 
that thou mayest prosper whither- 
soever thou goest. This book of 
the law shall not“Ndepart out of 
thy mouth; but thou shalt medi- 
tate therein day and night, that 
thou mayest observe to do accord- 
ing to all that is written therein: 
for then thou shalt make thy 
way .prosperous, and then thou 
shalt have good success,”—Josh. 
St Oe Sein, 

Joshua was to be Fery careful 
to observe al] of the law (the part 
of the Bible they then had). He 
was to turn not from it to the 
right or to the Jeft in order “that 
thou mayest prosper whitherso- 
ever thou goest.’”’ The Book of the 
Law was not to depart out of 
Joshua’s mouth. He was to read 
it, think of it, talk about it all the 
time, day and night. “But thou 
shalt meditate therein: day and 
night, that thou mayest observe to 


do according to all that is written 


therein.” And then comes the 
wonderful promise just like that 
in Psalm 1:3, “For then thou 
shalt make thy way prosperous, 
and then thou shalt have good 
success.” 


You see, then, that a Christian 
does have a Gefinite promise that 
if he fulfills certain conditions he 
shall have good success, he shall 
make his way prosperous. Or in 
the words of Psalm ‘1:3, the man 
who meditates day and night in 
the Word of God to follow it— 
“whatsoever he doeth shall pros- 
per.” Let me insist, then, that the 
young Christian start out from the 
very first to love the Bible, read 
the Bible, mcditate over it, study 
it, learn it and live by it! This 
is the greatest single secret that 
I can give, for it will lead the 
honest heart aright about all the 


other duties and privileges of a) 


Christian. 


2. Suggestions to the Young 
Christian About the Use 
of the Bible : 
I once helped a youngs man to 
|} find peace and joy again after he 
had backslidden and lost his joy 
and assurance. Then I said to 
him, “You must set out now to 
read the Word of God and use 
_ Sa 


He answered hastily: “But I 


do! I read a verse of the Bible 
almost every day!” A _ verse ‘of 
the Bible! Do you think that 
young fellow really strained him- 
self in reading the Bible, a wRole 
verse of it nearly every day? 
That king of reading of the Bi- 
ble will not do. That is childish- 
ly inadequate. It is foolish to 
suppose that. anyone who treats 
the Bible like that, reading only 
a verse a day, can have its full 
strength and blessing. 


Let me make some simple sug- 
gestions that will, if allowed, cer- 
tainly lead to happiness, prospcer- 
ity and success for every Chris- 
tian. 


First of all, set out to read the 
Bible. I mean read all of it. Il 
mean read it like you read other 
books, to enjoy it, to learn it, to 
absorb it, to be educateg by it. 
I do not mean just a careless and 
piecemeal reading, but a thorough 
reading of the Bible. I suggest 
that every Christian set out to 
read the Bible through at least 
within a year. And that is a very 
simple and easy thing to do if 
you mean business. It will only 
require that you read one chap- 
ter a day in the New Testament 
or the Psalms, and three chapters 
every day from the Old Testa- 
ment, and you will read the en- 
tire Bible through in ‘a little less 
than eleven months. It will re- 
quire only a few minutes’a day, 
it will help to develop a lifelong 
habit of orderliness and self-dis- 
cipline. But best of all, 
acknowledge that God’s Word ‘is 
for you to know and it will cer- 
tainly make it so God can help 
you to learn the Bible. You may 
have two book marks in your Bi- 
ble, or three, and keep one in the 
Old Testament and one in the 
New (perhaps a third in the 
Psalms). Then every day read one 
full chapter in the New Testa- 
ment or the Psalms and_ three 
chapters in the rest of the Old 
Testament besides the Psalms. 
Any Christian who has not read 
the whole Bible through, includ- 
ing all the genealogies, all the 
historical narratives, every line of 
it, ought to be ashamed of him- 
self. He has never taken the Bi- 
ble seriously. It is all God's

Why We Encourage Those 
Who Find Christ Through 
Our Literature to 
Write Us 


There are indeed some very, 
very good reasons why we en- 
courage those. who find Christ 
through our literature to write and 
tell us so. First, there is the 
very clear teaching in the Bible 
that those who find .Christ should 
confess Him openly before men. 
Jesus said in Matthew 10:32, 
“Whosoever therefore shall con- 
fess me before men, him will I 
confess also before my Father 
which is in heaven.” The new 
convert honors God by taking his 


stand as soon as pOssible, letting | 


people know about it. There is the 
same reason for writing to let us 
know that one has trusted Christ 
through our literature as there is 
for going forward in a “public 
service to confess Christ as 
Saviour. 

Second, a decision form in the 
paper or in the books makes it 
easy for people to see how to be 
saved. Since they see how easy 
it is to trust Christ, many take the 
Saviour who would not do so if 
there was not a call for immediate 
decision and signing their name. 
Of course, just the signing of the 
name does not save anybody, and

from which the Lord could not 
remove. Himself. If Christ said 
to the designing Pharisees, ‘Let 
her go,” they coulq accuse Him 
of being an enemy against the 
law of God and His own words: 
“Think not that I am come to 
destroy the law, or the prophets: 
I am not come to destrcy, but to 
fulfill” (Matt. 5:17). On the 
other hand, if Christ » answered 
the question by saying, “Stone 
her,” as the law -of Moses com- 
manded, the Pharisees would pub- 
licly ridicule Him and say that 
He was a friend of publicans and 
sinners. 


They really thought they had 
the Lord cornered, that He was 
faced with a very _ perplexing 
problem. If Christ ignored the 
charge they brought against the 
guilty woman, they could accuse 
Him of compromising with sin. 
On the other hand, if He “passed 
sentence on her, what then would 
be the meaning of John 3:17: 
“For God sent not his Son into 
the world to cordemn the world; 
but that the world through him 
might be saved.” 

Here, I say, we fing the two 
horns of a dilemma, a perplexing 
problem. Christ, in the eyes of 
the Pharisees, is put in a tight 
corner. If He in any way minim- 
sizes, the wickedness, the sin of 
this woman, where will be the 
Lord’s respect for the holiness of 
God, the righteousness of the 
law? If Christ condemned her, 
what would become of His claim 
that He came to seek and to save 
that which was lost? 


How Can Justice and Mercy 
Be Harmonized? 


Here we have one of the most 


profound problems which ever 
could or can confront God: how 
can - justice apd mercy be -har- 
monized? Doesn’t God’s Word 
say, “The soul that sinneth, it 
shall die”? . Of course it does. 
Furthermore, doesn’t the Word 
of God’ say that the wages of sin 
is death? Of course it does. 
Doesn’t the law of righteousness 
demand the punishment of the 
transgressor? Of. course it does! 
God is a holy God. Holiness 
burns against evil ang cannot 
even for one second allow that 
sinful, ..defiled to 
enter into His presence. The fires 


of holy. wrath would instantly 
consume such defilement. In 
Heaven the angelic beings in 


God’s presence cover their faces 
and cry out day and night, “Holy! 
Holy! Holy!” Only those who 
come God’s way and are redeem- 
ed can stand in the holy presence 
of God. 


What, then, is to become of this 
sinful woman, this defiled woman 
who had transgressed the law, 
who is morally polluted? Death 
awaits her under the law of Mos- 
es. Her only hope lies: in the 
mercy of God. But how can mer- 
cy be obtained when the sword 
of justice bars her way? ‘Truly 
it is a nost perplexing ‘problem. 
Is there any solution? Thank 
God, there is! 

In verses 6 to 11 the solution 
is beautifully given to us in great 
detail. May it give you encour- 
agement, sinning friend, to come 
to the blood-sprinkled mercy seat. 
There is a way; love foung a 
way! Christ is “the way, the 
truth, and the life.” No man 
cometh unto the Father but by 
and through Him. 

Let me briefly summarize be- 
fore I read again verses 6 to 11)

life.” We are all sinners. There 
is not one of us but who is a

Christ’s Writing on the 
Ground—Why? 


In the case of this sinful wom- 
an, the law was against her. 
She had broken the law. Death 
was to be meted’ out to her. Would 
grace, the mercy of God, stand 
helpless now before the law? 
Well, let’s see. 

“This they said, tempting him, 
that they might have to accuse 
him. But Jesus stooped down, and 
with his finger on the ground, as 
though he heard them not.” 

What does it mean? It was as 
much as to say to the Pharisees, 
‘You remind Me of the law of 
Moses. Remember I wrote the 
law. of Moses. _My finger wrote 
the law on the two tables of stone 
when Moses was up in the moun- 
tain in centuries gone by.’ Our 
Lord’s action here no doubt car- 
ries the thought of ratification. 
‘I came not to destroy the law 
but to fulfil it.’ 


Notice the wording of verse 7: 
“So when they continued ask- 


said unto them, He that is with- 
out sin among you, let him first 
cast a stone at her.” 


The Pharisees took the Lord’s 
silence to mean that He was em- 
barrassed by this question. “They 
continued asking him.” They 
thought they had Him cornered. 

But we find Christ, the Law- 
giver, turning’ the white light up- 
on the Pharisees and telling them 
that they themselves are not fit 
subjects to demand the enforce- 
ment of the law on sinners. 


and wrote on the grdéund.” 

What does this mean? 
follow me. In the days of Moses, 
according to Exodus, chapter . 32, 


to receive instruction from the 
Lord as to how to build the tab- 
ernacle, God gave to him the first 
two.tables of stone upon which 
the’ law of Moses was written. 
When Moses came down from the 
mount he found the children of 
Israel worshiping the golden calf 
anq entering into all kinds of sin- 
ful practices. It is recorded that 
Moses let the tables of stone drop 
and that they brake into pieces. 

But God does not stop there. In 
Exodus, chapter 34, we have the 
record of the second tables of 
stone upon which the finger of 
God wrote the law. These second 
tables of stone were laid up 
where?” In the ark of the cove- 
nant under the blood-sprinkled 
mercy seat. There you have the 
gospel! 

When Christ stooped down the 
second time He was saying, ‘You 
remind Me of the law, yes. But 
I remind you that the second ta- 
bles of stone are under the 
blood-sprinkled mercy seat in the 
ark of the covenant.’ The law 
was not set aside. The law was 
established. It is still true that 
the soul that sinneth it shall sure- 
ly die. But between the law and 
the condemnation stands the shed 
blood of an. innocent Substitute 
to come in between the law and 
those it condemns. That is the 
gospel. , 

Christ the Lamb of God who 
fulfilled the law and established 
the law went to Calvary’s cross 
and there bore in. His own body 


And now the innocent Subtitute, 
the Lamb of God, stands between 
the justice of the law and brings 
mercy to a poor, lost, Hell-bound 
soul. There is not a word ut- 
tered against the law. He had 
not condoned .the woman’s sin. 
But in so many words He said, 
“The innocent Substitute stands 
-between, pointing to Calvary.” 
No wonder Paul said, “God forbid

“And they which heard it, being 
convicted by their own conscience, 
went out one by one, beginning at 
the eldest, even unto the last: and 
Jesus was left alone, and the wom- 
an standing in the midst. When 
Jesus had lifted up himself, and 
saw none but the woman, he said 
unto her, Woman, where are those 
thine accusers? hath no man con- 
demned thee? She said, No man, 
Lord. And Jesus said unto her, 
Neither do I condemn thee: go 


and sin no more.” 


Was the woman saved? Yes! 
How do I know? Notice the 
wording in verse 11: “She said, 
No man, Lord.’”’ I say to you on 
the authority of the Scriptures 
that’ no man can call Jesus Lord 
except by and through the indwell- 
ing Holy Spirit. And the Holy 
up His 
abode in an earthly tabernacle 
until that soul has been loosed 
and washed in the precious blood, 
until he is born again, until he 
has become a new creature in 
Christ. When she saw by faith, 
when the eyes of her understand- 
ing were lightened and she beheld 
the Lamb of God which taketh 
away the sin of the world, she was 
converted. 

Unsaved soul, the law of God 
still stands. “The soul that Sin- 
neth, it shall die.” It is un- 
changeable. You must meet God 
in grace at the cross or meet Him 
as the Judge at the judgment of 
the great white throne. If: you 
meet Him now in grace at the 
foot of Calvary’s cross and take 
Him as your Substitute, the One 
who died in your place and stead 
—if you are willing to receive 
Him, God will see you in Christ 
Jesus. ‘Therefore, there is no con- 
demnation to those who are in 
Christ, washed in His precious 
blood, cleansed, born again, made 
new creatures in Him. 

We have all sinned. You have 
sinned—I do not care who you 


are! The law of God changeth 


not, but God who is rich in mercy 
gave His only begotten Son to 
die in your place. Believest:. thou 
this? 

Will you believe God and take 
Him at His Word? Will you ac- 
cept God’s way of salvation 
through the Lord Jesus Christ? 
There is no other way to meet 
Him -in peace. 

In God’s sight you are condemn- 

ed; you are just as guilty as was 
this sinning woman centuries ago. 
You are worthy only of death. 
But I am thankful to tell you 
today that “God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life.” Will 
you take God at His Word? Will 
you say, “Lord, I believe. I be- 
lieve that Christ died for my sins, 
that He bore my sins in His own 
body on the tree; and I accept 
the gift of eternal life through 
Jesus Christ’? 
' My radio friend, maybe you 
are out on the desert. Maybe you 
are on a ship plying the sea. You 
may be up in an airplane. Wher- 
ever you are, will you accept 
Christ today? “Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, ang thou shalt 
be saved”. (Acts 16:31). God is 
“not willing that any should per- 
ish, but that all should come to 
repentance” (II Pet. 3:9). God 
does not want you to be separat- 
éd from Him through all eternity. 
Why do you die? If you die in 
your sins you cannot go where 
Jesus is. “Today if ye will hear 
his voice, Harden not your hearts” 
(Heb. 3:7, 8). “Come now, and 
let us reason together, saith the 
Lord: though* your sins be as 
scarlet, they shall be as white 
as snow; though they be red like 
crimson, they shall be as wool” 
(Isa. 1:18). You need Christ!

nally. They are not connected. 
It is about the same with the 
book of Proverbs. But in the rest 
of the Bible each book is &.con- 
secutive whole, and each ought to 
be read chapter after chapter 
through the whole book. When 
you start on Genesis, then keep 
going right on through Genesis 
until you finish it. . 

Let me suggest, too, that many 
times a whole book of the Bible 
ought to be read at one sitting. 
You might read the whole book 
of Genesis in one long evening or 
a Sunday afternoon and be won- 
derfully blessed by it. Or like- 
wise the book Of Matthew or Luke 
or Acts. ~There are many shorter 
books of the Bible that can be 
read in fifteen or twenty min- 
utes. You will gain much to fre- 
quently take a whole book at a 
time and reaq it through earn- 
estly and carefully. 


Then a Christian should set out 
to memorize a lot of the Bible. 
Mark the verres that are specially 
sweet and good which you plan 
to memorize. Some Christians 


try to do u little memory work} 


every day, either to memorize one 
verse that is in the daily reading 
they have selected, or to refresh 
ones mind on an entire Psalm, 
for example. . You will remember 
that David said, “Thy word have 
I hid in mine heart, that I might 
not sin against thee.” A verse in 
the Bible that one has only read 
may not come up to warn him 
and reprove him and keep him 
from sin, but a verse that one 
has memorized and hid in the 
heart will surely do so. So be 
sure to memorize a lot of Scrip- 
ture. I suggest that Christians 
should get my _ little _ booklet, 
“What Must I Do to Be Saved?” 


and memorize a lot of the verses 


used there in order to use them 
‘in personal soul winning. The 
Gospel of John has many verses 
on the plan of salvation, like 
John 1:12; John 3:14-18; John 
3:36; John 5:24: John 6:37; John 
6:40; John 6:47. But throughout 
the Bible there are many verses 
that one ought to now by heart 
to use in dealing with others. 


Then every Christian ought to 
‘memorize some of the Psalms— 
the first Psalm, the twenty-third 
Psalm, the thirty-fourth Psalm, 
the 103rd Psalm, the 126th Psalm 
and many others. As you read 
over the Psalms, pick out some 
favorite Psalm which is not too 
long, learn it, say it over fre- 
quently and enjoy it. It will help 
to mold your life and make you 
happy and keep you near to God. 

In the New Testament one cer- 
tainly @ught to memorize a good 
many Scriptures. Perhaps you 
should memorize John, 
14; or John, 
Romans, chapter 8; or Ro- 
mans, chapter 12; or I Corinth- 
ians, chapter 13. God will help 
you. But hide the Word of God 
in your heart, some of it every 
day if possible. How sweet it will 
be in the years to come and how 
blessed when it keeps you from 
sin and encourages you in prayer 
and gives you faith to call on 
God for greater things!

and even memorizing much of the |> 


Bible is not enough. The Chris- 
tian is commanded to “meditate 
therein day ang night.” Have 
the Bible often in your mind. Ask 
God to help you think about. it 
and enjoy it and delight in it.

Young Pastor and Radio Preacher, 
Becomes Evangelist 


Rev. Louis W. Arnold of Post | 


tucky, has been doing a lot of 


revival work. Last year he had 


twelve evangelistic campaigns. He 
has had an important radio min- 
istry, is the author of a _ book, 
The Way to .Revival, edits the 
Wayside Missionary, a nfonthly, 
and has been a pastor of the 
Rosemount Baptist Church in 
Lexington.
